Seminars at the School of Library Science, Cleveland 


The following seminars have been planned at the School of Library 
Science, Western Reserve University, Cleveland, Ohio, in order to meet 
requests by information specialists who attended the Conference on the 
Practical Utilization of Recorded Knowledge held in Ohio in January 1956: 

29 October-2 November 1956: Machine literature searching. Operations 
research approach. Theory of classification; 

4-8 February 1957: Documentation survey. Machine aids to librarian- 
ship. Special libraries; 

20-24 May 1957: Machine literature searching (repeat). Special libra- 
ries (repeat). Report writing. 

In the summer of 1957 there will be a two-week intensive seminar in- 
cluding all the above courses.

MEETINGS HELD 


International Association of Agricultural Librarians and Documentalists 


The Association met in Munich, Germany, on September 3 and 4, 1956. 
FID was represented by Mr. T. P. Loosjes (Centrum voor Landbouw- 
documentatie, Wageningen, Netherlands), Treasurer of the Association. 
Discussed were: Improvement of the bulletin and its availability to non- 
members, possibility of other publications: directories, list of bibliographies, 
classificat.on, abstracting journal. 
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Japanese Society for UDC 


The €th General Assembly was held on April 21, 1956. It was unani- 
mously accepted to enlarge the activity of the Society to documentation in 
general, changing the name to ’Japanese Society for Documentation’ subject 
to revision of the statutes. A report on the activity of the subcommittee on 
punched cards was submitted to Prof. Pietsch, Germany, Rapporteur of 
FID/S ’Mechanical selection’. Dr. H. Yagi was elected President, Directors 
for the term 1956/57 are: MM. Isiwara, Nakamura, Tumura, Hirayama, 
Ootuka, Maeda and O-oka. The plan of work for 1956/57 includes: publi- 
cation of UDC 63 as fifth issue of the Japanese complete edition, supplements 
to issues published, collection of abstracts cards (now amounting to 100.000), 
manual on punched cards, seminar or courses on UDC, recommendation for 
wider use of unified classification. 


Eigth Nordic Library Meeting 


The Congress was held in Turku and Helsinki from August 4 to 7, 1956. 
It attracted 500 participants from Denmark, Finland, Norway and Sweden. 
FID was represented by Mrs. Wartiovaara and Miss Tornudd. A report will 
be published in the Review of Documentation. 


41. Deutscher Geodatentag

Central Classification Committee

Proposals for extension of the UDC 


PE 607 (20 September 1956) Comments up to 20 January 1957. 
Dutch proposals for modifications under 547-06, 547-31, 547.3/.8. 


National committee in Italy 


The Consiglio Nazionale delle Ricerche, national FID committee in 
Italy, reported that a national committee for UDC is being organized. It is 
hoped that it may soon be officially constituted. Further details will then 
be made known. 


British panel for furniture 


July 1956 a panel was constituted with the terms of reference 
BSI/OC/20/4/22-Furniture-UDC 684. Members were chosen by the Fur- 
niture Libraries Group. Mr. Agard Evans was elected Chairman and Mrs. 
Wagner (Furniture Development Council) acting Secretary. 

At a meeting held on July 18th, it was suggested that the detailed items 
listed under 645 should be moved to 684, and that period furniture might be 
denoted by 684.03 (subdivided as 7.03); it was pointed out that 684.3 and 
684.4 were vacant at the moment. 645 would be restricted to domestis as- 
pects (broad subdivisions only) whilst 749 could be eliminated. 
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The panel, c/o British Standards Institution, 2 Park Street, London 
W.1, will appreciate contact with other individuals or national groups. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Danish Bibliographical Institute 


The Dansk Bibliografisk Kontor in Copenhagen prepares the National 
Bibliography (Dansk Bogfortegnelse), an annual register of periodicals 
(Dansk Tidsskriftfortegnelse), and indexes to articles in Danish newspapers 
(Avis-Kronik-Index) and periodicals (Dansk Tidsskrift-Index). (L.C. Inf.

Polyglot dictionary for librarians 


The Municipal Library in Budapest, Hungary, will soon publish a dic- 
tionary of library-science terms in English, French. German, Hungarian, 
Italian, Latin, Rumanian, Russian, Spanish and Swedish. The compilation 
also includes terms used in the making, printing, publishing and distribution 
of books and in paper manufacturing.
